Age Will Depend Greatly ox 
System of Management 
Followed on Farms.

The age at which to wean pigi 
largely depends on the system of man­ 
agement 
followed 
on 
each 
farm 
Sows usually will not breed until aftei 
the litter is weaned. 
Therefore, 11 
the practice is that of raising two lit­ 
ters per year It will be necessary to 
wean the pigs as soon as practicable 
in order to get the sows bred for far­ 
rowing at a proper time in the fall. 
It la the usual practice when the sow 
Is to raise a fall litter to wean the 
pigs at eight weeks of age. 
Nurse Litter Longer. 
Borne breeders are able to induce 
the sowr to com e.in heat by keeping 
her and her litter separated several 
nights in succession. 
In that case the 
litter can be nursed a greater length 
of time, but this system can hardly 
be recommended because it places a 
double burden on the sow when she 
should 
be storing 
nutrients 
within 
her body for the litter to.be farrowed 
in the fall. 
Sows that are good milk­ 
ers und are to he retained in the herd, 
but are not to be bred for fall farrow­ 
ing, should be allowed to suckle their 
pigs till they are ten or eleven weeks 
of age. 
The practice of letting the 
sow wean the pigs usually is not prof­ 
itable unless the sow Is a good milker 
because she may do more damage by 
way of robbing her pigs of feed than 
benefit by way 
of 
furnishing them 
milk, writes Turner Wright, extension 
live stock 
specialist, South 
Dakota 
State college. 
If the litters have been 
provided 
with a creep, abundant feed, and are 
on good pasture the process of wean­ 
ing will not work a hardship on either 
sow or litter because the pigs have 
learned to depend on other sources 
of food than 
mat 
supplied 
by the 
mother. 
On the other hand, if the, 
are on short, unpalatable pasture and 
look upon the hog trough as a good 
place to be stepped on. or roughly 
rooted out of by older pigs while try­ 
ing to grab un occasional mouthful 
of slop during the mealtime fracas, 
under such conditions weaning will 
work a hardship on them because they 
have learned to 
depend 
largely 
on 
tkelr mother for food. 
Take Sow From Litter. 
For three or four days previous to 
weaning time the sows should receive 
one-half of the ordinary ration. 
This 
wyi cause a decrease in the milk flow. 
It la usually most satisfactory to take 
the sow away from the litter, leaving 
the litter out or the pasture where 
they will continue to be under sani­ 
tary 
conditions 
and 
surroundings 
which are conducive to rapid growth 
and gain in weight. 
The sow should 
be placed in a dry pen on scart ra­ 
tions until her udder begins to shrivel 
and dry up. 
Borne breeders prefer to 
allow the runt» to remain with the 
sow for sometime longer or to turn 
the litter with her two or three times 
to empty the udder. 
The latter meth­ 
od no doubt is a good practice If the 
sow is giving a large amount of milk.

Weaning Pigs at 
Very Best Time 


Age Will Depend Greatly 01 
System of Management 
Followed on Farms.

The age at which to wesn plgi 
largely depends on the system of mat) 
sgement 
followed 
on 
each 
farm 
Sows usually will not breed until aftei 
the litter Is weaned. 
Therefore, 11 
the practlce Is that of raising two lit­ 
ters per year It will be necessary ts 
wean the pigs as soon as practicable 
in order to get the sows bred for fa r 
rowing at a proper time In the fall. 
It la the usual practice when the sow 
la to raise a fall litter to wean tha 
plga at eight weeks of age. 
Nurw Litter Longer. 
Some breeders are able to Induce 
the sow to come.In heat by keeping 
her and her Utter separated several 
nights in succession. 
In that case the 
litter can be nursed a greater length 
of time, but this system can hardly 
be recommended because It places a 
double burden on the sow when she 
should 
be storing nutrients within 
her body for the Utter to.be farrowed 
la the fall. 
Hows that are good milk­ 
ers and are to he retained In the herd, 
but are not to he bred for fall farrow­ 
ing, should be allowed to suckle their 
pigs till they are ten or eleven weeka 
of age. 
The practice of letting the 
eow wean the pigs usually Is not prof­ 
itable unless the sow Is s good milker 
because she may do more damage by 
way of robbing her pigs of feed than 
benefit by way of furnishing them 
milk, writes Turner Wright, extension 
live stock specialist. South Dakota 
fltate college. 
If the Utters have been 
provided 
with a creep, abundant feed, and are 
on good pasture the process of wean­ 
ing will not work a hardship on either 
eow or Utter because the plga have 
learned to depend on other sources 
of food than that 
supplied by the 
mother. 
On the other hand. If ti.fc„ j 
are on short, unpalatable pasture and i 
look upon the hog trough as a good 
place to be stepped on. or roughly 
rooted out of by older pigs while try­ 
ing to grab uti occasional mouthful 
of slop during the mealtime fracas, 
under such conditions weaning will 
work a hardship on them because they 
have learned to depend 
largely on 
tfcetr mother for food. 
Take Sow From Littor. 
For three or four days previous to 
weaning time the sow« should receive 
one-half of the ordinary ration. 
This 
wtyl cause a decrease in the milk flow. 
It la usually most satisfactory to take 
the sow away from the litter, leaving 
the litter out op. the pasture where 
they wtl! continue to be under sani­ 
tary 
conditions 
and 
surroundings 
which are conducive to rapid growth 
and gain in weight. 
The sow ahonld 
be placed in a dry pen on scant ra­ 
tions until her udder begins to shrivel 
and dry up. 
Horne breeders prefer to 
allc.\ the runts to remain with the 
sow for sometime longer or to turn 
the Utter with her two or three times 
to empty the udder. 
The latter meth­ 
od no doubt Is a good practice If the 
sow is giving a large amount of mtik.

best seed bed for oats.

bed that is firm underneath and mel­ 
low and fine on top. 
Though oats are not considered a 
profitable crop, they or some other 
amall grain are needed as a nurse 
crop for clover and alftflfa as well as 
for changing the land. In spite of the 
fact that oats are not as profitable a 
crop as corn or even as winter wheat,

drained. 
This question is frequently 
ask«d of the Weather Bureau of the 
United States Department of Agri­ 
culture. which answers in the nega­ 
tive. 
Those who are interested 
in 
the conservation of wild life through 
the prevention of unnecessary drain­ 
age of the breeding and resting plac­ 
es of migratory birds and other ani 
mals sometimes 
advance 
the argu­ 
ment that such drainage will also af- 
f«‘ct the rainfall 
f the district in ad­ 
dition to destroying the natural hab­ 
itat 
of 
wild 
birds and interesting 
plant life. 
Theiq. is no need to rein­ 
force the plea for protection, which 
has a universal appeal in any ease, 
with a perversion of fact. 
Rainfall 
records maintaimd 
by the Weather 
Bureau in Minnesota both before an«l 
after 
drainage 
operations 
may he 
taken as an example of conditions ex 
isting elsewhere. 
These records hap­ 
pen to show that the rainfall follow­ 
ing 
drainage 
was slightly 
greater 
than that of th«* period preceding it 
hut the trained meteorologist know« 
that many other factors may or may 
net affect climate, and must enter in- 
t » consideration. 
While the available 
rec« rds for this region 
conclusively 
show that reclamation 
by drainage 
did not cause a reduction in rainfall, 
they cannot Ik* taken to prove 
that 
the drainage was responsible for the 
slight 
increase. 
Dry 
cycles 
have 
com«* and gone in the past, alternat­ 
ing with wet cycles, and in the opin­ 
ion of scientists drainage has no af­ 
fect either wav.
